press conference today that, under 
present conditions, American aid 
to Britain was near its peak. 
Hr said that e>erything possible 
was being done at the present 
time. 
Two weeks ago Mr. Roosevelt 
had laid down a rule of thumb 
under which ho ^aul Britain and 
the United 
S ta tes 
would

50-50 in Am erican production of 
planes, guns and other war equip­ 
ment.

W hen R iggin g Parachute 
To be a licensed parachute rigger, 1 
one must pass the ultra-stiff test of 
the Civil Aeronautics authority. As 
an example of how tough this test 
is, the state of Washington has but 
two licensed riggers. And the two 
happen to be man and wife, Mr. and 
Mrs. Eddie Brown of Seattle. In­ 
cidentally, Mrs. Brown is the only 
licensed woman parachute rigger on 
the Pacific coast. 
Skill, patience, and unceasing, 
meticulous care must go into the 
rigging or packing of each 'chute, 
they say. The law requires that a 
’chute must be unpacked, aired, 
dried and repacked every 60 days 
The first thing done after receiving 
a parachute is to unpack it and hang 
it in a high loft to dry and smooth 
wrinkles in the extremely strong 
silk. 
When the parachute la dry. it is 
taken out and laid on a long rigging 
table. Then each of the 28 separate 
panels is straightened $>ut, smoothed 
and folded. While tjie folds are held 
with shot-weighted bags, the strong 
silk shroud lines, each of 450 pounds 
tensile strength, are packed care­ 
fully in loops in the ‘chute carrier. 
When the ’chute canopy has been 
folded on a special frame and placed 
in its carrier, the things ire com­ 
pressed when they are closed. 
The operation takes about an hour 
and not one part of the huge ex­ 
panse of silk is allowed to get out 
of place. 
As Brown explains it: 
"You don’t make mistakes in this 
business.”

Frank R. Wilson declare that re­ 
gardless of the peace and security 
enjoyed by the United States, "we 
cannot just sit back and gloat on 
that.

New Amputation Method 
Reduces Complications 
After amputation of a gangrenoui 
leg, a frequent cause of death is I 
pneumonia. 
Particularly 
in 
the - 
cases of elderly persons, death ii 
caused more often by lung compli­ 
cations than by either surgical shock 
or failure of the heart or kidneys 


Usually responsible for the pneu­ 
monia arc blood clots. In the usual 
amputation technique, the severed 
blood vessels arc tied off just above 
the point where the leg is removed. 
There blood clots often form, break 
away from the stump, enter the 
blood stream, and travel to the 
lungs, where they can cause death. 


A 
new 
amputation 
technique 
greatly reducing the number of lung 
complications after such operations 
was described in the Journal of the 
American 
Medical 
Association. 
Worked out by Dr. J. Ross Veal, 
chief surgeon at Gallingcr hospital, 
Washington. D. C., the new method 
was believed to be the greatest im- j 
provcmcnt in this kind of surgery in 
more than a century. 
The method I 
was simple: 
It consisted merely 
of tying off the vein high up in the 
thigh—near the groin—instead of at 
a point near the amputation, as here­ 
tofore.

said Dr. 
Veal, had proved to be highly ef­ 
fective. 
Of the 28 gangrenous leg- 
amputation cases on which it had 
been used, not one died from pul­ 
monary Infection, though five died 
from other causes. A study made of 
273 cases in which tile old technique 
was used, he declared, showed that 
97 ended in death, 41 involving lung 
complications.

fields, but the ancient art of "sign- 
cutting’’ is stressed as one of the 
most valuable assets a patrolman 
can have. 
Sign-cutting is the art of finding 
and interpreting marks left by some-; 
thing that has passed. 
"There is perhaps no branch of 
law enforcement today wherein the 
reading of sign plays a more im­ 
portant part or produces more time­ 
ly snd accurate information than in 
the patrolling of our land and water 
boundaries," T. P. Love, senior 
patrol inspector, said in his instruc­ 
tions on sign-cutting to the recruits 
in training. 
Called Mast Reliable. 
"It can be said without fear of 
successful contradiction that there 
is no form of intelligence informa­ 
tion which is more reliable and 
timely when interpreted by a com­ 
petent officer than ’sign,’ ” Love 
aaid. 
All new border patrolmen are told 
to "cultivate the habit of looking for 
the sign." 
"Force yourself to look for tracks 
and significant marks ot unusual 
signs and it will not be long until 
you will be doing so subconscious­ 
ly," they are told. "The technique 
of interpreting correctly what you 
have teen will gradually follow.” 
The importance of closely study­ 
ing tracks to be followed, as soon 
as a plain set is encountered, will 
be realized when, after following a 
trail for some distance, the train 
leads into a section w’here it merges 
with other tracks of approximately 
the same age. Love said in stressing 
this phase of sign-cutting. 
"Tracks, like fingerprint records, 
have their own peculiarities, and if 
the proper study has been given to 
them, they usually can be identified 
and followed even though merged 
with others on the same trail,” Love 
said. 
Must Exercise Cantien. 
The mere Inciting of a set of 
tracks constitutes only a part of the 
patrolman’s problem. After sighting 
them he must exercise judgment 
and caution in the tracing process. 
Sign-cutters often ride back and 
forth across a trail at varying in­ 
tervals to determine that they are 
still on the trail and at the lim e 
time to avofd riding smack into the 
ambush of dangerous smugglers. 
Human tracks and marks left by 
a human hand or foot are not the 
only type sign that the patrolman 
must learn to detect. The treads of 
various automobile tires and even 
of airplane tires and tail skids must 
be learned, as smugglers and aliens 
have resorted to the latter two 
modes of transportation to facilitate 
their endeavors. 
At the conclusion of his course in 
sign-cutting st the training school, 
the border patrolman is told three 
fundamental rules to obey: 
"Cultivate the habit of looking for 
sign; be observing at all times and 
learn to detect at a glance sus­ 
picious sign; and bear in mind that 
the tracks you leave may facilitate 
the w’ork of the enemy.”

Of tulips and hyacinths. Holland 
in the past has supplied us at least 
95 per cent so these arc the most 
1 reduced by the blockade. But of 
I daffodils, second in popularity to 
tulips, our entire supply has been 
grown in this country for the last 
i ten years, and the supply this fall 
, is norm al in both numbers and 
price. 
Many gardeners are taking ad­ 
vantage of this situation to plant 
daffodils in their garden borders 
w here o th er bulbs were form erly 
used. 
These plantings will endure for 
years, in m ost gardens, There arc 
few locations where daffodils will 
not live and multiply. They can be 
left w ithout lifting until they be­ 
gin to crowd, then may he taken 
. up and replanted to cover more 
space. 
Daffodils are favorite m aterial 
for those so fortunate as to p o t-' 
sess a bit of w’oodland. They flour- j 
ish in shaded situations, coming 
into bloom under early spring sun 
before the trees have leaved out. 
and then the shade protects them 
so th a t they ripen their foliage and 
m ature th eir bulbs w ithout being 
prem aturely ripened by hot sum ­ 
m er sun. 
A nother most effective practice 
is to tu rk in bulbs in vacant spots 
all over the garden between other 
perennials and under the edges of 
shrubbery 'so th at in their .season 
the daffodils give character to the 
entire 
garden, 
and 
then 
their 
leaves, which are unsightly and 
floppy during their m aturing per-

iod, arc concealed by the foliage 
of the perennials 
which 
mount 
above them and provide shade for 
the daffodils. F or this purpose the 
■older and cheaper daffodils and 
narcissi are ideal and furnish a* 
Ane an effect as can be obtained 
by the larger flowered and much 
m ore exjiensive m odern hybrids. 
The poetieus types are favored 
for woodland planting in combina­ 
tion w ith the native bluebell or 
; m er tens in, the wood phlox, phlox 
divaricata, and the w hite wood 
lily, trillium grandiflorum . In the 
garden they are in season with 
the early tulips and the dw arf 
irises and sm aller spring bulbs. 
Some of them are delightfully 
fragrant and are p rim ! for this 
feature as well as their beauty. 
The narcissus fam ily 
offers 
the 
first long-stemmed cutting m ater­ 
ial of spring. They are ideal cut 
flowers, as is shown by the quanti­ 
ties of daffodils forced and sold by 
florists each w inter. The trum pet 
varieties are easily grown as house 
I plants, provided only that the a t­ 
mosphere is not too dry, in which 
•case buds often blast.
